Pilotage & Towage is inclusive of one inward and one 
outward movement using 2 tugs. If a vessels' inward or out¬ 
ward tnovemont is carried out on n Holidoy/Sunday an addi¬ 
tional J5% surcharge is prescribed and if the vessel’s inward 
and outward movements are carried out on 2 holidays or 
Sundays 30% surcharge is payable on the above rate. 
NOTE: 

(1) For tile deployment of more than two tugs for pilotage 
of vessel, tug hire charges will have to be paid extra as 
per prescribed rate for the 3rd and subsequent tugs. 

(2) Hu cold movement of vessel pilotage and towage charges 
will be 50 per tent extra over the rate shown in the above 
schedule. 

(3) When a vessel is shifted or remoored for her own con¬ 
venience, or for the convenience cf another vessel, the 
vcssilfor whose convenience the shifting takes place 
shall pay tug hire charges and pilotage and towage fee 
as per 50% of the above schedule. For Sunday & Holi¬ 
days, a surcharge of 15% will lie levied. 

(4) Pilot’s Detention fee: 

(i) If the vessel is not able to move within 30 minutes 
of the Pilot boarding it for the purpose of pilotage,

it shall be liable to pay an extra charge at the rate 
of Rs. 2000/- per hour or part thereof beyond 30 
minutes till it moves. 

(n) If the movement of a vessel is cancelled after the 
Pilot has boarded it, a cancellation charge of Rs. 
4000/- shall be levied. 

(tii) If an outward bound vessel carries away a Pilot 
outside tho Port limits due to bad weather, a com¬ 
pensation at the rate of Rs. 5,000/- per day or part 
shall lie payable by the Master of the vessel till the 
Pilot reports back for duty at the Port. In addition, 
the board and lodging epenses of the Pilot on board 
the ship and the cost of sending him back to the Port 
shall also be payable by (lie master of the Vessel. 

(5) For towing of LASH Barges tho Tug Hire charges will be 
recovered (<o Rs. 3,000/- per hour per Tug, 

(6) A charge of Rs. 19,000/- shall be levied for warping of 
vessels for their convenience. If the warping is required 
for convenience of another vessel, the charges shall be 
payable by the vessel for whose convenience the warp¬ 
ing is done. No charges will be levied If warping is done 
for Port convenience. 
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
